This, of.course, was a 
veiled threat that the directors of the 
camp ground must break their con- 
tract with the Bible Students. This 
they ‘promptly did, and we accepted 
back the money paid in advance, 
rather than go to law. It is for this

Secular editors were astonished! 
They had been congratulating Chris- 
tiun people that the days of the rack, 
tne thumb screw and the stake were 
past und that from every quarter 
were coming appeals for Christian 
Union which, it’ was hoped, might 
even ultimately include all denomin- 
ations of Catholics and Protestants.

It seemed 
funny, too, to these editors that 
anything could drive a Christian Al- 
liance meeting away from a $60,000 
collection! 

eince Brother Simpson may not 

care to tell the whole truth about 
the matter and since the Christian 
ublic is interested and ought to 
now the facts, I must tell them. 
The unpleasant duty, however, will 
not necessitate my saying an unkind 
word concerning Mr. Simpson and 
the Christian friends who are in al- 
liance with him. 

There are two reasons why Brother 
Simpson thought it doubtful if he 
could come next year following our 
three days of this year. 

(1) He knew instinctively that his 
collection would be smaller, hardly 
worth coming for, if the people should 
begin to get the eyes of their under. 
standing more widely opened respect- 
ing what really constitutes the Gos- 
pel of Christ. 

(2) The $60,000 “‘raised’’ was not 
cash and a large proportion of it 
never will be. Some of it is promlsed 
over and over, as was the case with 
the young woman who in the specta- 
cular manner offered her jewels from 
time to time and had it mentioned in 
the peppers. Such repetitions of char. 
itable work are considered entirely 
proper by many in connection with 
religious work in various denominn- 
tions, ‘‘for the good of the cause.” 
Subscriptions are given publicly with- 
out hope of payment, to influence 
others who are more sincere—some of 
whom in the excitement give more 
than they can afford.

We believe 
that they are blessed—that everyone 
is blessed who sacrifices anything 
heartily unto the Lord, or to what 
they suppose to be his service, 
whether it 1s or not It is the method 
of getting the money from the people 
and the deception practiced which 
we deplore. However, the Alliance | 
has plenty of eompany in this method 
in larger Christian denominations. 
It is part of the ‘“‘business’” method 
of recent years. Some who did nat 
understand this ‘‘business‘' method 
wondered where all the money appar- 
ently contributed to the “Christian 
Alliance” work was spent. An_ in- 
vestigation of its financial accounts 
Wus made, which revealed the fact | 
that they were chaotic, and other 
“business"" methods were advised. 

Sume one may inquire why the! 
Christian Alliance should fear us 
and whether or not we have ever 
done them harm. We reply, Never 
have we injured them in the slightest 
degree. nor ever even publicly men- 
tioned their name before. Their op- 
position to us is on the lines of gen- 
eral principles mentioned by the 
Great Teacher, ‘The darkness hateth 
the light; ‘All things that are re- 
proved ure made manifest by the 
light’? (Ephesians v, 13). Our work 
is to proclaim the true Gospel—to 
incite Christian people to Bible study 
in the light of the Bible's own testi- 
mony and without sectarian spec. 
tacles which. in the vast. have so 
aistorted the Word of God and.set it ! 
forth in false colors. 

As Christian people come to see the 
grossness of the errors by which they 
have been blinded, the light not only 
has a blessed and transforming effect

The heathen have already had too 
much of their Gospel of damnation. 
God’s name has already been slan- 
dered and blasphemed enough by the 
false Gospel message—that nine hun- 
dred and. ninety-nine out of every 
thousand of. humanity ever born are 
to suffer eternal roasting because of 
Father Adam’s sin and the_ ignor- 
ance, stupidity and meanness which 
have resulted. 

If the intelligent men connected 
with the Alliance really believe the 
horrible nightmare ot the Dark Ages 


‘which they are proclaiming as the 


Gospel of Christ, then, of course, they 
are excusable for preaching it. It is 
not for others to judge of their hon- 
esty in this matter, but it is for 
others to decide that they will no 
in the 
such horrible travesties 
upon the Divine character— no long- 
er assist financially or otherwise in 
binding upon the poor heathen at 
home and: abroad increased ignorance 
and sunerstition. 

Everybody knows that the word 
Gospel signifies “good tidings.” And 
everybody ought to know that, us 
Christian people, we have for cen- 
turies misused the word, applying it 
to the bad tidings of great misery to 
all people, except the mere handful 
of the elect. We did this because it 
was handed down to us by our fore- 
fathers. What Jesus said to the Jews 
has been true of us as Christians. 
“Ye do muke void the Luw of God 
through your traditions.’”” Thank God 
that. us in the natural world he is 
sending us now the electric tight in- 
stend of the tallow candle, so through 
Bible study helps, concordances, 
ete., his Word (the Lamp to his peo- 
ple’s footsteps until the day dawn). 
is now shining brighter than ever 
before. 

Catholic and Protestant orthodoxy 
have s+t forth for centuries two gen- 
eral views of. the Gospel of Christ. 
To whatever extent they now disagree 
with these they should publicly dis- 
own and abandon them. Until then 
they are besmirched with whatever 
odium attaches. 

The Catholic Gospel (Good Tidings) 
is that all the heathen, all Catholics 
and all Protestants, except a mere 
handful, go to a Purgatory of awful 
suffering, terrible anguish, lasting 
for decades, centuries and thousands 
of years, roasting, boiling, agonizing, 
and thus purging away their sins and 
dross that they may ultimately attain 
to heavenly bliss for the rémainder 
of eternity. If that is good tidings 
it can be considered such only in con- 
trast with something more horrible, 
if that be imaginable. 

Our Protestant Gospel, of which we 
are so proud that we want to thrust 
it upon Jews and Catholics and 
heathens everywhere, we should thor- 
oughly understand, enjoy and appre- 
ciate before we waste good time and 
money giving it to others. ° Here it is: 
Four centuries ago our forefathers 
were not Protestants but Catholics 
and believed in Purgatory, etc., as 
above. Then what was known as 
Reformation Movement set in. Catho- 
lics, Jews and infidels will admit with 
Protestants that a great blessing of 
enlightenment and_ civilization has 
come to the world in the train of the 
Reformation Movement. But none of 
us is prepared to admit that the Re- 
formers were perfect, nor their work 
perfect. 

The Reformers criticized the Cath- 
olic teachings which they had _for- 
merly believed. They examined their 
Bibles and found nothing there to 
the effect that Mary was the mother 
of God, nor that we should pray to 
saints, nor that we should use pic- 
tures or images in our worship, nor 
that their sacrifice of Christ in the 
mass was proper, nor that there was 
a Purgatory anywhere. The Reform- 
ers threw out these things as unscrip- 
tural. They campletely demolished 
Purgatory in their minds, declaring 
that it hud never been anything more 
than imagination. Then came an- 
other thought, viz: What must we do 
with the thousands of millions of 
mankind that we and our fathers for 
centuries supposed were in Purga- 
tory rousting, stewing, tortured, but 
hoping for heaven. They looked at 
one another in consternation. They 
had hearts and sympathies and felt 
that as it had devolved upon them 
to smash Purgatory, it must also de- 
volve upon them ’'to re-locate all those 
thousands of millions whom they 
had on their hands. They felt the 
weight of the responsibility. Could 
they demand of God that they should 


longer assist or co-operate 


be put into heaven? Surely not! 
Surely only the ..intly few are fit for 
heaven! They, as well as all, recog- 


nized that fact. Then, with blank 
consternation, they determined that 
they must crowd the entire mass into 
a hell of eternal torture and shut the 
gates upon them forever and write 
upon the gates, ‘Who enters here 
abandons hope.” 

Taking from practically all human- 
Ity alt ruture nope made the ne- 
formers for the time heartsick. It 
would be awtul to do that for one 
person, but to thus “do’’ all human- 
itv seemed terrible, And then to be 
obliged to label that gospel 
Tidings" must certainly huve been 
a trying ‘experience for the Reform- 
ers, 

But Brother John Calvin helped 
them amazingly and took from them 
their burden. He told them that 
they should not worry, because it wag 
all God's fault and not theirs. God 
had predestinated them to that awful 
future long before he created man. 
Now they should merely try to think 
of themselves as the ‘elect’ and try 
to forget everybody else. Of course, 
it seemed horrible to charge all these 
things against the God of all Jus- 


lice. Wisdom. Love and Power. : 
it was the only solution which ,

curred to them. John Calvin's 
theories were afterwards embodied 
in the ‘Westminster Confession of 
Faith.” And that confession of faith 
became the foundation of nearly all 
Protestant creeds. Brother John 
Wesley afterward objected. but ad- 
mitted that only the saintly went to 
heaven and everybody else went to 
eternal torment. His protest was 
that. instead of this being by Divine 
foreordinution and intention, it was, 
on the contrary, because of Divine 
unwisdom and ineompetency. 
Surely no sane verson can aSnY 
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jonger: defend any of. the above -“Gos- 
pels’’ as the true: one,’ of: which: St. 
Paul was not ashamed! 
Paul never © preached 
Gospels, nor did aay of the Apostles 
nor does the Bible support such 
theories, except ‘by the: turning and 
twisting of language, mistranslations 
of the original and misinterpretations 
of some parables. — The. plain ‘state- 
ments of the Scriptures are all direct- 
ly to. the. opposite.

The Bible teaches that_‘‘the wages’ 


of ‘sin is -death,’’: not Purgatory. nor 
eternal torment... ‘The soul that sin- 
neth, it shall ‘die.’ ‘Adam, the. per- 
fect, was placed on trial for. life 
eternal or desth eternal. He: sinned’ 
and the sentence against him was, 
“Cursed is the earth for thy sake; 


‘thorns and thistles shall it bring 
In the ‘sweat of thy | 


forth unto thee. 
face shalt thou eat bread until thou 
return unto the ground from whence 
thou wast taken’’ (Genesia iii, 17-19). 
St. Paul declares the same: “By: one 
man’s disobedience sin entered into 
the world; and thus death. passed 
upon all men, because all are sin- 
ners”’ (Romans vy, 12). 

Looking about us we find this true. 
Eveybody who is not dead is dying. 
As the Bible says, we are living un- 
der a reign of Sin and Death. Noth- 
ing that man can do can either eradi- 
cate ain or lift us out of our dead 
and dying condition. God alone can 
help us! He proposes to help uz 
and the message respecting that help 
is, in che Scriptures, called the. Gos- 
pel. Its announcement by the angels 
on the night of Jesus’ birth is full, 
complete, satisfactory, vix: ‘‘Behold, 
we bring you good tidings of great 
joy which shall be unto all people; 
for unto you is born this day in the 
City of David a Saviour (life-giver) 
which is Christ the Lord’ (Luke ii, 
10). 

Ah, now we have the Truth! The 
penalty of sin is death. And the 
“good tidings” is that God has pro 
vided for our recovery from sin an¢ 
deuth. The Saviour gave his life for 
the cancellation of our sin, for the 
satisfaction of Justice, that in duc 
time Adam and ull his condemnec 
and imperfect race might be release¢ 
from the condemnation and be liftec 
out of the sin and death condition:

USE OF PEAT IN CANADA, 


't Becomes Every Day More Neces- 
sary to Replace Coal. 


Hon. Clifford Sifton, ex-Minister of 
the Interior, in an address recently 
on the peat supplies of Canada said 
among other things: 

“We, in Canada and the United 
States, have been living amid a boun- 
tiful supply of the natural resources 
of wealth. We have hardly known 
what it was to be in need of anything 
that is really necessary to existence. 
In this City of Ottawa ever since its 
existence there has been a constant 
struggle to get rid of the wastage of 
manufacturing which, in other situa- 
tions, would have been of great com- 
mercial value. 

Ottawa is, therefore, a typically dif- 
ficult place in which to get people 
to realize the valae of fuel. Some of 
us who stand here were born upon 
farms, upon where, when fuel was 
required, it was only necessary to go 
out and cut it—the destruction of the 
tree in itself was regarded as adding 
velue to the land from which it was 
cut.. We are, however, coming, if 
somewhat slowly, to a better realiza- 
tion of what these things mean and, 
among other questions, we are begin- 
ning to realize what the fuel problem 
means to great masses of people after 
the supply of timber has been so far 
depleted that cheap wood fuel is no 
longer avuilable. 

In the great centre of population in 
the Northern United States and Can- 
ada—as it is soon to be in its present 
course of development—the mass of 
the population will be wage-earners 
living by their daily earnings and in 
a climate which for at least four 
months of the year requifes a large 
amount of fuel for family use—cheap 
and abundant fuel. is a.necessity of 
existence. There are districts in 
Canadian cities to-day where families 
are herded together with insufficient 
space for health and really civilized 
life because of the cust of fuel in the 
winter, and this condition will tend 
to increase rather than diminish. 

The coal supply of the continent is 
measurably well known, and the con- 
ditions of its extraction and market- 


may be safely said that there will 
be no permanent reduction in the 
price of coal—rather is it reasonably 
certain that there will be a gradual 
but steady increase. We may get 
much heat from water power in some 
localities favored by nature, such as 
the neighborhood of the Ottawa 
River; but, so far, the cost of develop- 
ment, maintenance and management 
does not encourage us to the belief 
that we shall be able to make the 
White Coal a poor 1san’s fuel. 

In Canada we have coal in Nova 
Scotia, Alberta, British Columbia, 
but between Alberta and the New 
Brunswick line little coal of economic 
value, so far as known; but in those 
portions of the country where there is 
no coal, peat bogs abound. 

Now, as coal becomes dearer, the 
difficulty and uncertainty of the sup- 
ply of which we have had the very 
vivid experiences in the past, be- 
comes more accentuated, the impor- 
tance of an alternative and substitute 
fuel will become more pressing. If. 
therefure, the great peat bogs of 
Canada can be successfully convert- 
ed into a fuel which shall be, if not 
so desirable as Pennsylvania coal, 
yet a practical domestic fuel, sub- 
stantially cheaper than wood or coal, 
and abundant and certain in quan- 
tity, the boon thus conferred upon 
the future inhabitants of Canada and 
the Northern United States can hard- 
ly be overestimated. It will literally
